The smount to be ex- 
pended on avgar wan fixed. but the proceeds 
of the opium was net known, Ifthe opiam 
wes hir by purchase why should this eam be 
left undertermined t The. plaintiff in his 
evidenve suggests a sale to his agent in 
Persia, who he ‘thinks gave e bill on him 
for the opium.’ He says howover that ‘it 
was never preseuted fur acceptance.’ When 
asked as to the consideration which he had 
given for the opium he answered that he 
had paid for -cortain bills to which ho re- 
ferred, drawn by Arrateon and Herapit‘on 
him, These, however, wero paid for long 
hefore opium was sent or tho sugar ordere |, 
and had nuthing to do with the transuction, 
‘fhe transactions aro explained in the cor- 
respondence -with took placaras to the-10 
chesta, and they wero oh aguinat ugar or: 
ders. Mesars D, Sassoon & Co, of Bom- 
bay acted merely na ayents,for the partiesin 
Persia. and conveyed instructions in their 
behalf both to the plaintiff and defendants. 
They all concurred in scuding the jnatrac. 
tions to Buimbay to cancel the sugar orders. 
And no suggestion of purchase. is made by 
plaintiff till very late in the day. The pro- 
perty in the opium never did pss abso- 
lntely. It would have passed sufficiently to 
|give a goed title to a bona file piirchsaer for 
_ valne, just as the property in goods obtained 
by fraud would— see Attenborough. London 
and St. Katherine Docks L:B: 3 0.P.p. 450, 
Jt was placed however at’ thé: dispocal and 
cuntrol of plaintiff for’a specific purpuse—- 
viz., a8 against orders to be executed but 
which were not executed. It was thua cou- 
pled with a trust, and any application of 
the proceeds for any other purpose would 
have been a breach of trust, and the funds 
or any purchase made by them aa long as 
they could be followed, in tho hands of 
plaintiff, were liable to be, attached in 
favour of the cestquique trust. (‘Taylor ». 
Plumer 3M. and S. 662. Lewinon Trusts.) 
Whether therefore there was a price placed 
upon the opium, or agreed upon, or that 
the plaintiff waa werely an agent to realize 
end neconnt, the proceeds of the opiam 
weru to go to buy sugara which have not 
been bought.
